EVEN THE CLERGY GOT TIPSY. 
The evil was often preached againgt by 
the clergy in those days, but the force of 
these observations was somewhat impaired 


by the fact that the drink habit flourished 

with — 5 as much vigor among the rever- 

end gentlemen of the cloth as among the 

laity. Many scandalous tales are told of 

the o Ss practiced at Christmas time by 

certain of the clergy in the north of En- 
and Scotland. 

. these festive occasions the learned 
intellects of the church were called upon 
to invent some new compound—something 
that should be a little stronger and more 
inspiring than had been provided the year 

ore, , judging from the results as 
faithfully recorded, they were generally 
successful. Finally the matter became the 
subject of ecclesiastical legislation, and 

laws were solemnly passed in Charles II.’s 
reign forbidding ‘public banqueting and 
drinking in the church, especially in 
choirs.’ 

As evidence of the commonality of the 
clergy, witness the names of some of the 
drinks of Yuletide. Among them are 
“bishop,”” ‘“‘cardinal,’’ pope' and “lawn- 
Sleeves. The ingredients are uncertain, 
but there is ground for the belief that wine, 
ale, cider, cognac, fruit and spices were 
abundantly employed in each. Indeed, the 
drink entitled “lawn sleeves’’ has been 
identified with the better-known wassail, 
but the ingredients of the latter also varied 
greatly from time to time. 

The main purpose of the brewers of these 
beverages seems to have been to increase 
the intoxicating qualities, at whatever cost 
to the stomach. e thus find not only mix- 
tures of cider and brandy, but also of cider, 
brandy, ale and wine. Any one who has 
drank even moderately of whisky and had 
cider mixed together in their proper pro- 
portions, commonly called “stone fence,” 
will appreciate the full meaning of this 
simple statement. It is sufficient to state 
for the benefit of the uninitiated that stone 
fence is usually drunk on the same floor 
where a man has his bedroom. If it can be 
imbibed in the bedroom itself; so much the 


better. 
WASSAIL. 

The origin of the name “‘wassail’’ is quite 
interesting. Here is the story, as told by 
Yerstegan: 

“Hengistus, hauing inuitea King Vorti- 


ger to a supper * * *® shee (Rowena) 
came * * into the King's presence 
with a cup of gold filled with wine in her 
hand, and, making * * * a low reverence 
unto the King, sayd: * * Wals heal, 
Maford Cyning,’. which is, being rightly ex- 
pounded according to our present speech, 
be of health, Lord King.“ 

_ Wassail may be said to be identified with 
a good old-fashioned Christmas. Every- 
body holds in fond remembrance tiemighty 
bow] of wassail, sometimes smaller than an 
ordinary wash-bowl copper, in which the 
hot apples were hissing and bubbling with 
a rich look and a jolly sound,” mentioned in 
“The Pickwick Papers.“ According to a 
writer in Blackwood’s Magazine, wassail 
Was composed of ale, wine, cognac and 
spices. but this prescription was not al- 
ways rigidly adhered to. Whatever its 
composition, it appears to have had a pe- 
eulilarly ‘*‘‘head’ effect, and frequently 
caused the hardy drinkers of the olden time 
to fall into a comatose condition. 


THE YULETIDE MEAD. 

The boisterous convivialities which pre- 
vailed at Christmas time are said to have 
had their origin in the Scandinavian and 
Teutonic tribes, among whom a festival 


- Was celebrated in honor of certain gods 
about Yuletide. The famous Teuton hero, 
Walhalis, is reported to have provided the 
most extravagant orgies, though he him- 
self, probably recognizing the evils of mixed 
drinks, confined himself strictly to wine. 

ts ate bacon and drank beer and 
mead, which flowed in abundance from the 
udder of a goat. This diet does not appear 
to have disagreed with them. 

e mead mentioned here is also of un- 
certain composition. It was most likely a 
thick, sweet, intoxicating beve ‘2 Fe 
sembling in consistency the wine of the an- 
cient Greeks. The term was also ee 
in England to describe an entirely different 
beverage, much more like the modern por- 
ter than thé original liquor. It is also men- 
tioned as having a prominent place at Yule- 
tide celebrations in England. where it shared 
the honors with several other drinks,which 
are chiefly remarkable for their names.

ing one glass (probably of ale), the second 
two. the third three and so on, the last 
drinking six. 

Then they began over again, the first 
drinking six, the second four and the sixth 
one. The third round was begun like the 
first, by the first man drinking one and the 
last six. The ambition of the party was to 
keep the game going until six rounds had 
been completed, at the end of which each 
would have had twenty-one glasses. 

The company then challenged any other 
set of six to equal this performance. If 
they succeeded in doing so the number of 
rounds was increased, until one set or the 
other was forced to succumb and acknowl- 
edge its inferiority. The winners gained 
the title of champions. 


DRINKING CLUBS. 
It is probably in connection with this cus- 
tom that the story arose that certain 
schools had been established in London to 


teach the art of drinking, or art bibendi, 
as it was called by the faculty. On gradu- 
ating from these schools or colleges the 
candidate received a diploma appointing 
him to an honored place among the ‘‘Roar- 
ing Boyes” or Damned Crew.” A clergy- 
man in one of his sermons before the stu- 
dents of 3 College, Oxford, dwelt at 
length upon this pernicious education, and 
is authority for the statement that the 
rivalry between drinking parties had grown 
to such an extent that all manner of devices 
were employed to test the superiority of one 
over the other. 

Among others he mentioned drinking by 
the foot,“ “by the yard,“ “town against 
— and so forth. These contests were 
usually decided at Christmas and the par- 
ticipants regularly went into training for 
them. There are no records to describe the 
condition of the contestants on the morn- 
ing of the 26th of December. The drunken 
groat’”’ probably had not found its way to 
London. 

This was a sort of fine or tax imposed in 
Scotland upon those who had drunk to ex- 
cess the night before. The tax was col- 
lected for the benefit of the common people 
and helonged to any one who could prove 
his allegations. 

An entirely honored custom practiced at 
Christmas time was one entitled ‘“Wassail- 
— the trees. This was usually the pre- 
lude to drinking enormous quantities of 
spiced wine, ale, brandy, mixed with toast 
and fruit. A pail filled with cider, in which 
a cake had been immersed, was fastened to 
an apple tree, the ceremony being accom- 

ani by much dancing and incantation. 

his procedure was calculated to materially 
increase the fruit-béaring powers of the 
orchard. The merrymakers retired, sing- 
ing: 
3 toast, it is white; our ale, it is brown; 
Wassall, waseall, all over town; 
Our bowl, it is made of a maple tree; 
We be good fellows all; I drink to thee. 


ALPHONSE DAUDET. 


The Manner in Which His Novels Were 
Produced. 
From the Saturday Review. 
Daudet’s way of writing is characteris- 
tic of his impetuous, vivid talent. Thus, 
while writing of Le Nabab he often worked 


for eighteen consecutive hours. “Even 
when asleep his mind continued active, 
and his dreams were, for the most part, 
about his book.

Excise Commissioner Bell, whose ex- 
perience in the postal department en- 
ables him to speak with authority, 
clearly pointed out in yesterday's Post- 
Dispatch the discrimination which exists 
in the mall service against St. Louis and 
the causes therefor.

THE COUNCIL’S WISE ACTION. 


In calling upon the Mayor to take 
steps to employ special counsel to test 
the validity ‘of the underground 
conduit permits and the city’s rights in 
the matter of the tax on the earnings of 
the Edison illuminating Co. the Council 
took wise action. 

The Post-Dispatch has contended from 
the first discovery of the obligation im- 
posed upon the electric lighting compa- 
nies by the ordinance under which they 
operate that the full claims of the city 
should be contested in court. An enor- 
mous sum of money is involved and there 
is excellent legal opinion in opposition to 
that of the City Counselor that the tax 
on the entire earnings can not be collected. 
No chance of securing this revenue 
should be neglected. 

The case of the conduit permits prac- 
tically involves the question of the con- 
trol of the streets for conduit purposes. 
As the preamble to the resolution sug- 
gests; the carefully considered plans of 
the Subway Commission, now under con- 
sideration in the form of ordinances, 
may be frustrated by accepting the 
opinion of City Counselor Marshall as a 
final adjudication of the matter. The 
control of the conduits system under 
proper conditions is of vast importance 
to the city. 

As Councilman Ferris aptly said, the 
opinion of a lawyer is not law and can- 
not be law until affirmed by a court. He 
might have added, without reflecting 
upon either the honesty or ability of the 
present City Counselor, that the policy 
of accepting the opinion of that official as 
law in matters affecting great public in- 
terests offers too much opportunity for 
possible dishonesty’ or incompetency. 

That the city finds itself compelled to 
combat in the courts for rights which 
should be unquestioned is due to past 
blunders. The only thing to do is to en- 
deavor by all rightful means to correct 
and avoid the consequences of these 
blunders. The Mayor should adopt the 
recommendations of the Council. 


AN HONEST ARISTOCRACY. 


One of the most promising remedies 
of the moral epidemic of dishonesty 
which afflicts business life is that offered 
by Ward McAllister, who says that men 
who get wealth by duping and oppress- 
ing their fellows “should be taught that 
by being dishonest they not only lose the 
peace of mind afforded by a good con- 
science, but also the enjoyment and ad- 
vantages offered by a position in fash- 
ionable life.” In short, Mr. McAllister 
urges high society to abolish rascality 
forthwith by snubbing its beneficiaries. 

The rascals to whom Mr. McAllister 
refers, of course, are not the small fry, 
the clerks and subordinates who do plain 
stealing under the noses of directors. 
The penitentiary is sufficient for this 
class of offenders, but the class Mr. Mc- 
Allister wants to reach are the big fel- 
lows who make combinations and deals, 
manipulate stock and trust certificates, 
wreck railroads and squeeze corpora- 
tions.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The two plans of currency reform now 
under consideration, known as the Balti- 
more plam and the Carlisle or Administra- 
tion plan, are both vicious, differing only in 


degree. They propose that Congress shall 
abdicate the 8 prerogative of regu- 
lating the volume and value of money in 
favor of the banking corporations, and 
through them in favor of foreign bond- 
holders. 

The constitution explicitly makes it the 
duty of Congress to coin money and regu- 
late the value thereof. The value of money 
is its purchasing power, and this is regu- 
lated its volume in relation to popula- 
tion and the demands of business.

Night With the Apsllo Club. 


Caesar Thomson, the Belgian virtuoso, 
appeared at the Germania Theater last 
night in the first of the Apollo Club con- 
certs and created a most marked impres- 
sion.

The total tonnage of the world is 19,541,900 
tons, of which 9,994,000 tons are steamers 
and 9,547,000 sailboats. 


As to the distribution of the tonnage by 
nations, Engiand, of course, is at the head 
of the Ust. Her steamer tonnage is 6,100. 
000 tons; next comes Germany, with 860,000 
tons; then France, 480,000 tons: United 
States, iwith 464,000 tons, and Norway, 
261,000 tons. 

The sailing tonnage iss England, 3,574,- 
000 tons; United States, second, with 1,403,000 
tons; then Norway, 1,279,000 tons; Germany, 
624,000 tons, and France, 256,000 tons.

HOW TO FEED WHEAT. 


Mix With Chopped Hayor Other Grain 
and Begin With Small Quantities. 


WASHINGTON, D. 2. Dec. 19.—The feed- 
ing of wheat to animals has become so gen- 
eral that requests are now constantly re- 


ceived at the Agriculture Department for 
information as to the best methods of feed- 
ing that 92 to cattle and hogs. In dis- 
cussing the subject in an interview to-day 
Secretary Morton said: 

Wheat value as an animal food is great. 
But the wheat must used carefully and 
with due regard to the habits and environ- 
ment of the animals and the feeding aceom- 
penying it. Fattening animals are found to 
thrive on it. The in feeding wheat, 
when that cereal and corn are taken at the 
same price, is greater than in feeding the 
latter. Wheat weighs 7 per cent heavier 
than corn. The South Dakota experiment 
station has made a very comprehensive and 
exhaustive experiment in feeding ground 
wheat to hogs.

“It is an actual fact,” said Alfred Carr 
in of the present suburban train 
servi “that service out of St. Louis 
on the Missoum Pacific to-day is not as 
good as it was twenty years ago. This 
does not apply to Kirkwood and the sta- 
tions between Kirkwood and St. Louis, 
but from Kirkwood out as far as Wash- 


ington. 
“I live at Glencoe, twenty-six miles out. 


Now, take our service. In the winter 
months I have to get up and eat break- 
fast by lamplight to get into the city. Not 
in order to get into the city.at a certain 
hour, mind you, but to get in at all. The 
only train which stops at Glencoe is the 
Washington accommodation, which passes 


through Glencoe at 6:55°and gets into St. 
Louis at 8 o’clock. There is not another 
train all day, and there is not another 
train out until the Washington accommo- 
dation leaves at 5:25°p. m. hen I built 
my house out there twenty years ago all 
the throug? trains stopped, but these have 
new been given over to through travel and 
we do without. 

“Now, what is the result? Why, people 
who used to live at the small suburban 
towns between Kirkwood and Washington 
have sold their property, where they were 
able, for farming land and moved back to 
town. Where there were fifty or sixty 
commuters living betweén Kirkwood and 
’ Washington twenty years ago, to-day there 
This is simply because they 
2<annot get to town and back at seasonable 
In consequence property has de- 

sed in value, and the whole portion 

St. Louis County in which people have 
to depend upon the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road to get to and from the city has gone 
backward instead of forward. 

“You may think I exaggerate when I 
Say that property has deteriorated in value, 


but I will cite you two instances to bear 


out what I say. Only a few days ago a 
fece of 230 acres of land near Glencoe 
tation sold for 58,000. The improvements 

on the place cost in the neighborhood of 

$1, he same place twenty years ago 

Was worth more than $10,000, with less than 
half the improvements. Then there is the 

place of Ben W. Lewis, right near the 

Glencoe Station. He bought it of Conant, 
the artist, fifteen or eighteen years ago, 
for $100 an acre. With the improvements 
he put upon it the place stood him over 

To-day he is offering the place for 

„000. I could go ahead and cite you many 
instances, but these two show what I say 
to de true. The land about Glencoe Sta- 
tion and all along the line is not fit for 
farming, but all the property way out to 

Pacific is the finest in the State for sub- 
urban residences, and with good train ser- 
vice would increase in price. 

FARMERS CANNOT COME HERE. 

“Then, too, with a good local train ser- 
vice. the farmerk would come to town 
oftener, and that would help make the 
trains pay, and would be a good thing 
for St. Louis. I was talking with Judge 

Ackerman just a day or two ago. He 
lives on one of the big farms near Glencoe. 
‘I’ve been trying to get to town for a 
month.’ he said, ‘but if I go I've got to 
get up at 14 0 ‘clock in the morning to get a 
train, and then I can’t get back to Glencoe 
till 7 o'clock, and it’s a bad drive out home 
at that hour. I might just as well do as 
1 used to forty years ago—hitch up my 
team and drive in.“ There are hundreds 
of farmers throughout St. Louis and 
Franklin counties that are in the same 
fix us Mr. Ackerman.
